mittee protested ajainst the comple- 
tion of the Tidal Canal it was an act 
cf the grossest treachery. !t was whol- 
ly unauthorized and not in accordance 
with the general understanding nor the 
wish of the cornmunity.

specific agreement on this point 
be- 


tween 
the 
public bo-Jies of Oakland 


and Alameda, and any attempt to cut 
the completion of the Tidal Canal out 
of the plans for 
improvement of 
the 


harbor is an underhanded

business. 
A general agreement in re- 


gard tn the improvement of the har- 
bor was reached some time acio, 
and 


was 
sanctioned 
by special resolution 


of the City Council of Oakland and the 
commercial bodies of 
both 
Alameda 


and Oakland. 
Pursuant to that agree- 


ment, the first expenditure of the ap- 
propriation went to deepen the chan- 
nel to a minimum depth 
of 
twenty 


feet. The remainder was to go toward 
the completion of the canal. 
Acting 


under the direction of the public bod- 
ies of both cities. Senator Perkins and 
myself have used our utmost endeav- 
ors to have the contracts let and the 
work proceeded with without further 
delay. This agreement should be car- 
ried out in good faith, and the rights 
of the pecple of Alameda respected to 
the letter. 
Any representation to the 


contrary is individual and treacherous 
The people of Alameda have cordially 
co-operated in the effort to secure the 
appropriations needed to improve the 
harbor, contributed 
liberally 
toward 


the exoense of receiving the commit- 
tee, and cheerfully aided in the labor 
for the common good of both cities. It

the papers./ By the terms of this con- 
tract the contractor was required to 
beg-in work within sixty days and to 
remove each month thereafter at least 
100.000 yards of material until the com- 
pletion, of his contract. These provis- 
ions are quite stringent, and in pre- 
paring to comply with them the con- 
tractor has incurred considerable ex- 
pense and. has been compelled to forego 
entering into other engagements for 
the employment of the plant neces- 
sary to' carry on the work. In my opin- 
ion the contractor will have a legal 
and valid claim against the Govern- 
ment in >case the contract be held up 
or canceled. I deeply regret that this 
has 'happened, and hope the difficulty 
will soon be arranged and the work 
proceeded with in accordance with the 
specifications. -

Liquor Men Present Some Hard 


Nuts for Manager Krutt- 


schnitt to Crack. 


It is more than likely that General 


Manager Krutlsc-lmitt's order abolish- 
1ns 
the 'bars on the ferry boats will 


never bo enforced. The date of put- 
ting it in effect was postponed thirty 
days from August 1st. but the Influ- 
ences at work will probably cause the 
order .to be entirely rescinded by the 
timi! the day of its enforcement ar- 
rives. 


It is being made apparent to Prr-si- 


Ui-nt Hays that the Company not only 
throws away a. handsome yearly reve- 
nue by dispensing with the bars 'but 
excitas 
powerful 
antagonisms 
that 


may cause still greater losses in the 
way of traffic and embarrassments in 


political way. 
In a word, the bars 


threaten to become an issue in politics 
and a deciding factor in certain freight 
movements 
which 
are exceedingly 


profitable 
to the railroad companies. 


The 
wholesale 
liquor 
dealers 
gen- 


erally 
seem 
determined 
to

the matter, and tne; 


threaten to divert all 'their overlani

Politicians

They point out that grave poliriea 


consequences may follow if the poiver- 
ul liquor interest is antagonized, and 
hat Southern Pacific interests may be 


dKejted in a most unexpected way 
he liquor element assumes a hostile 
attitude in politics. 


But .the liquor men, for their part 
liege that the order .is illogical and 
aaed 
upon a total misconception of 


he lacts. They point out that liquors 


sold on all the through trains ot 


he Company's system, and that the 
ale of liquor on .such trains is we

universal

Lmerica, an well as on ocean and rlvei 
teamers. If General 'Manager Krutt-

is not opposed to the liquoi 


rafllc on principle, and is 'trying 
ut his ideas into effect, they say he 
s acting under a wrong impression" and 
ontrar.v to the established custom ev- 
ry\vh<Ti-,.

peciflcally denied that he was a tc-m- 
erance man" as the term is . under- 
tood In this connection, or that he had 
ny prejudice against the liquor traf- 


fic in particular. 
He objected to the 


Company maintaining bars under the 
noses of its employes where they were 
under 
constant temptation to drink 


when the nature of their duties and the 
rules of the Company required 'Sobriety 
and alertness. He also said the bars 
caused 
disorder and drunkenness on 


I he 
.boats especially when excursion 
parties were on board. 


The liquor dealers countered on this 


by pointing- out that only sixty ot the 
company's 33,000 employes had 
been 


brought to book for inebriety during 
the past six months, and that" of these 
sixty not one was a patron of I he boat 
bars. 
They also state that 
the bars 


dr.-Hv little or no custom from the em- 
ployes on the boats for obvious rea- 
sons. As to the drunkenness and dis- 
order of excursion parties, the dealers 
say :thc boat bars are not at all re- 
sponsible for it, but that the intoxica- 
tion has taken place before trm_parties 
come aboard. They have cheap or free 
beer at the picnic grounds, or carry 
their own liquor on the boats, and are 
in a hilarious state on the return trip. 
Such excursion parties do little drink- 
ins at the bars on the boats and never 
get drunk there. The passage is too 
short for a man to get drunk on the 
boat, which disposes of that phase of 
the subject. 
It is further urged that 


closing the bars will not improve the 
condition 
of the returning 
excursion 


parties, which has been the subject of 
so much comment in this connection. 
The excursionists will continue to get 
drunk at the picnic grounds 
and to 


noisily imbibe from pocket flasks en 
route. 
They will be just as drunk and 


just as hilarious on the boats when 
the burs are abolished as they were 
before. 


Having shown that the bars do not 


demoralize the company's employes or 
cause the drunkenness and disorder at 
times visible on the boats, the liquor 
men assert that the order is either an 
abortive attempt 
to cure 
something: 


that it is powerless to affect, or is 
aimed at the morality'Of liquor selling 
as a business. 
If the company Is to 


take the stand that the liquoi- busi- 
ness is immoral and must be discour- 
aged, the liquor dealers intimate that 
there are other roads less squeamish 
lo ship their goods over. They pay the 
Southern Pacific over $1.000,000 a year 
in freight rates for the shipment of 
bar goods, and as a rule the liquor in- 
terest has been very favorably disposed 
toward the 
corporation in political 


matters and has generally worked in 
harmony and 
frequently 
in alliance 


with it in influencing legislation affect- 
ing them respectively. 


Rut it now seems that this entente 


eordiale will be all oft', its tile saying 
g-oes, if the bars are closed. The liquor 
men will do 
their shipping 
by other 


roads, and they 
will get 
the 
anti- 


monopoly 
knife out in 
polities.

these things are being- forcibly pre- 
senter! i:n President Hays and to Mr.
